Chicago, Feb. 23—(UP)—Greatly en­ 
couraged by the reception he was giv­ 
en in Chicago, Senator William Borah. 
Idaho, republican, today, rallied his 
campaign against the world court into 
Wisconsin, home of Senator Irvine L. 
Lenroot, leader of the recent victor­ 
ious world court drive in the senate. 
The cheers of 12,000 Chicagoans were 
still ringing in Borah’s ears when he 
boarded a train last night for Milwau­ 
kee. 
“Here in the center of the nation, 
you have started a magnificent fight,” 
Borah said, in leaving. 
“The spirit 
you have shown will radiate through 
the nation from here and you will be 
given due credit when we gather in 
Washington to undo what the senate 
has done.” 
Borah’s two day campaign in Chi­ 
cago against the world court was clim­ 
axed by a monster meeting in Chi­ 
cago’s Coliseum yesterday afternoon, 
before which Borah delivered a bril­ 
liant oration in tribute to 
George 
Washington and in denunciation 
of 
“entangling alliances.” His visit here 
was sponsored by one faction of the 
republican party in Chicago, the fac­ 
tion opposed to Senators McKinley 
and Deneen, both of whom voted in 
favor of American adhesion to the 
world court.

Senator Reed's denunciation was not 
only extended to his colleagues in the 
Senate, International bankers and edu­ 
cators, but he reserved much of his 
fire for President Coolidge, who, he 
said, “knew as little about the court 
as any man in this room.”

SEXATOR LEXROOT 
( D I M E R S BORAH ATTACK 


Janesville, Wig., Feb. 23—(UP)—De­ 
fending his leadership in the fight for 
the world court in the senate, Senator 
Irvine L. Lenroot, struck back vigor­ 
ously at Senator Borah and Senator 
Reed, who have started a campaign to 
“carry the world court battle to the 
people.” In an address here last night 
he said. 
“Time will vindicate my course in 
the world court fight,” Lenroot said. 
“I would rather have taken the stand 
I did in this matter than to have an­ 
other term in the senate. 
“I have not many more years to live 
and I would rather die as a private 
citizen, having given my country this 
service than to continue in ofTice cow­ 
ardly and afraid.” 
The senator gave his address at a 
Washington birthday banquet. 
“Senators Borah of Idaho and Reed 
of Missouri said we gagged them in the 
senate,” Lenroot said. 
“Borah and Reed voted to make the 
world court a special order of business 
in December, giving them nine months 
in which to prepare arguments. 
“I am willing to admit, if they wish, 
that it takes more than nine months 
to prepare 
an 
effective 
argument 
against the world court.” 
Senator Lenroot in the course of his 
address declared that the world court 
had been grossly misrepresented and 
said: 
“Many of us have been made to be­ 
lieve that we are surrendering some 
of our independence, that we are as­ 
suming some obligations ourselves to 
subject questions vital to us, such as 
the Monroe Doctrine and immigration 
to the court. 
“For these fears there is not the 
slightest foundation, for there is no 
obligation upon us to participate in 
any way in the affairs of any other 
nation or group of nations,” the sen­ 
ator concluded.

HAD AN ARGUMENT WITH OCCU­ 
PANTS OF CAR PARKED ON 
WRONG SIDE OF STREET 
St. Paul, Feb. 23.— (UP) — Two 
plain clothes policemen were m ur­ 
dered here early today after an argu­ 
ment with occupants of an automo­ 
bile parked on the wrong side of the 
street and without lighTs. 
Victims of the gunmen were John 
Schultz and Fred A. Peitsch. 
Neighbors heard angry voices near 
the automobile for IO minutes. Then 
shots were fired and the two police­ 
men were found mortally wounded. 
Schultz was dead when picked up. 
Peitsch died before medical ald could 
bo summoned. 
The murderers stood 
over their victims firing shots into 
the prostrate bodies before fleeing, 
according to neighbors. 
Every police reserve Hi St. Paul 
w'as called out to participate in the 
search for the gunmen. 
Authorities 
throughout the state were notified 
and now 1,000 officers are engaged 
in the man hunt. 
Mrs. Thomas Cameron, a resident 
of the fashionable district where the 
murders were committed, told police 
the automobile 
was a 
long 
grey 
roadster. 
She witnessed the shoot­ 
ings from a window of her home. 
Dim light from a street lamp al 
the end of the block made descrip­ 
tion of the two murderers 
Impos­ 
sible. 
Mrs. Cameron said they fired 
at a close range into the heads of 
the policemen, brought down by the 
first shotB, examined their victims 
to make sure they were dying, calm­ 
ly walked to their automobile aud 
drove away. 
Police believe the assailants were 
moonshiners who knew the officers 
they killed. 
Although 25 suspicious characters 
were herded into police headquarters 
for questioning within a few hours 
after the crime was committed, at 
1:30 P. M. authorities were without 
definite information as to the iden­ 
tity of the murderers. 
A large roadster, identified as the 
automobile used by the murderers, 
was found abandoned on the out­ 
skirts of the down town district late 
this afternoon.

Two boxes of shot gun 
shelsl were found in the car but 
nothing else save the usual para­ 
phernalia.

Civil authorities feared the reopen­ 
ing of nonunion mines this morning 
would be a signal for further clashes 
between the hostile forces and pos­ 
sible bloodshed. 
The guardsmen will be kept quar­ 
tered Iii armories here and brought 
into action only if the situation gets 
out of control of 
civil 
authorltels, 
Kirschner notified the militia officers. 
Scores of special deputies including 
many former service men were sworn 
in and placed on guard at the non­ 
union workings. 
Violence broke out in the mining 
district a week ago in the union cru­ 
sade to close down the 
non 
union 
mines but for the past few days the 
situation has been quiet. 


MAY FIND CURE 
FOR DIABETES 


Evanston, 111., Feb. 23.—(UP)—An 
Important discovery which they hope 
will lead to a cure for diabetes has 
been announced by Doctors A. C. Ivy 
and J. I. Farrell of Northwestern Uni­ 
versity. 
The doctors announced the success­ 
ful transplantation of a portion of the 
pancreas Into the mammary glands of 
a dog. 
After the operation, it was 
found that the pancreatic transplant 
produced a sufficient amount of insu­ 
lin to prevent diabetes occurring when 
the rest of the pancreas was removed. 
The secretion of important digestive 
Juices wus also continued by the graft­ 
ed portion, they said. 
However, both doctors said that 
methods of transplanting are not suf­ 
ficiently practical to be used for the 
cure of diabetes in man. The experi­ 
ment was termed Invaluable from the 
standpoint of Information garnered 
about the functioning of glands.

X years is beyond question. 


It will be illuminating and interesting to review the 
facts and reduce them to terms of gasoline. 


Let’s base our case on statistics published by the United 
States Departm ent of Labor in the M onthly Labor Re­ 
view, dealing with the average retail price of food products 
in various cities during the period referred to. 


We use 191,'i 
the last year of normal, pre-war prices— 
as a basis for comparison with the latter part of 1925.
